Not all the legislatures are ex- 


pected to raise taxes but it's true 
that a four-year cycle of such ac- 
tion has developed, and 1963 is the 
year for it Thirty-three states 
raised taxes in 1959. 


Three Factors 


Three other factors will be 


working, tax experts report, to di- 
lute the income-boosting, invest- 
ment-stimulating and job-creating 
benefits of Kennedy's net $10.3 
billion, three-year tax reduction. 


1. Part of the taxpayers' sav-

If a person knows that his insurance 


will cover the cost of any blood he may 
need he is less likely to donate blood^or to 
persuade members of his family or friends 
to do so. And it is claimed that the supply 
of blood could r be, seriously affected: It 
might come-to the ;poiht where insurance 
would pay for the blood but there would 
not be blood available to purchase. 


Blood donations on \aravolunteer basis
